PUBLIC NORGE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 


previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing | 


Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or | 


increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 





(5S) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 


$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 


$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘“‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 
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2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 





SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shal) be passed: and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 











76. Every Estate Bill, when read a first time shall 
without special reference, stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the said Commissioners, or one of them, 
in order that they, or any two of them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if anv, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of theirapproving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report. with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill, together with the report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill, before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


77. In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason- 
able that the Bill submitted to them shall pass into 
law such Bill shall not be further considered.

“Tn Her Majesty's name, the Honourable the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor doth assent to these Bills.” 


Mr. Speaker then said :— 
May it please Your Honour: 


We, Her Majesty’s most dutiful and faithful sub- 
jects, the Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Ontario, in Session assembled, approach Your Honour 
with sentiments of unfeigned devotion and loyalty to 
Her Majesty’s person and Government, and humbly 
beg to present for Your Honour’s acceptance a Bill 
intituled, ‘‘An Act for granting to Her Majesty certain 
sums of money for the Public Service for the fiscal 
years ending the 31st day of March, 1957, and the 
31st day of March, 1958.” 


To this Act the Royal Assent was announced by 
the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly in the following 
words :— 


“The Honourable the Lieutenant-Governor doth 
thank Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal Subjects, 
accept their benevolence and assent to this Bill in 
Her Majesty’s name.”’ 


The Honourable the Lieutenant-Governor was then 
pleased to deliver the following gracious speech :— 
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Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


Before proroguing this Third Session of the Twenty- 
fifth Parliament, it is fitting that I should express 
appreciation for your imaginative and thoughtful 
consideration of the many matters brought before you 
and your conscientious devotion to the affairs of this 
Province. Each year brings its problems and, with 
the quickening tempo of our social and economic 
development, your duties are assuming increasing 
importance. 


Besides the attention which you gave to the Budget, 
the Departmental Estimates, the reports of the various 
Committees and related subjects, you studied and gave 
approval to more than 175 bills, involving new Acts or 
amendments to Acts. 


While the legislative and financial program of this 
Session has been very comprehensive, seven features 
stand out above all others. These are: 


1. The implementation of a three-year program to 
assist education. 


2. An accelerated program of assistance to muni- 
cipalities, including a sweeping revision in the 
system of real property taxation. 


3. The adoption of measures to make public hospi- 
tal insurance universally available to all our 
people at one standard rate, regardless of occupa- 
tion, age or health. 


4. The extension of welfare benefits. 


5. The adoption of an unprecedented program of 
capital construction, involving highways, power 
and energy resources, and water and sewerage 
facilities, to assist and promote industrial 
growth and development and the creation of 
new employment opportunities. 


6. The strengthening of the Province’s financial 
and credit position by imposing additional 
taxation, in consequence of the disappointing 
settlement on fiscal arrangements with the 
Federal Government. 


7. Farm legislation of a most advanced type. 


To meet the challenging demands of an ever-growing 
school population, you gave approval to a three-year 
program of assistance to elementary and secondary 
education entailing in the first stage, which com- 
mences with the fiscal year 1957-58, an increase in 
Provincial grants of nearly $20 million. This raises the 
total assistance to be paid local school boards to $101 
million—an amount that exceeds the total ordinary 
budget of the Province for all purposes less than a 
decade and a half ago. Beginning in 1958, the second 
stage of the Province’s educational program, which will 
be based upon equalized municipal assessments, will 
be brought into operation. With the growth in magni- 
tude of these grants, considerations of equity dictate 
improved methods of distribution. An exhaustive 
study will be made of school finances to enable the 
Province to shape its educational grants more in 
accordance with the developing needs of all munici- 
palities. The third stage, in 1959, will be devoted to 
making refinements and improvements in the school 
grants formula. 


You also gave approval to various other measures 
designed to enhance the attrativeness of teaching in 
our schools and to assist our municipalities. You 
again made a special contribution of $1 million to the 
Teachers’ Superannuation Fund. Of even more lasting 
significance, you approved raising the Province’s con- 
tribution to the Teachers’ Superannuation Fund from 
4 to 6 per cent, at an additional annual cost to the 
Province of nearly $4 million. 


You again authorized increases in grants to uni- 
versities to assist them in meeting their rising operating 
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costs and to enable them to prepare for the huge 
expansion in their enrolment which is foreordained. 
Nearly $10 million was provided for the construction 
and acquisition of new university buildings and equip- 
ment, while grants for operating and maintenance 
purposes were increased by $1.2 million to $9.4 million. 
Thus, you approved grants to universities for 1957-58 
totalling $19 million.

Other phases of the Province'’s educational program 
commanded your attention. You increased the assis- 
tance for public libraries and approved funds for operat- 
ing the new Teachers’ College at Hamilton, construct- 
ing new teachers’ colleges at New Toronto and London 
and creating new facilities at the Lakehead College of 
Arts, Science and Technology at Port Arthur-Fort 
William and at the Ryerson Institute of Technology in 
Toronto, 


Additional funds were also provided for the Agri- 
cultural and Veterinary Colleges. 


The many facets of this educational program will 
involve a total expenditure on the part of the Province 
in 1957-58 of $145 million, an increase of more than 
$32 million over the preceding year. 


Your consideration of the position of the munici- 
palities and the measures you have adopted to assist 
them bear eloquent testimony to the true partnership 
arrangement that exists between the Province and the 
municipalities. Not only has the amount to be dis- 
tributed in unconditional grants been increased from 
less than $13 million to $21 million for the 1957-58 
fiscal year, but a sweeping revision has been effected in 
municipal taxation. As the taxpayer who owns his 
own home is not able to treat his local tax as an expense 
for income tax purposes, as a business firm may do for 
corporation tax purposes, a new method was devised 
to concentrate the benefit of the Province’s uncondi- 
tional grants on residential and farm property. This 
innovation will serve to stimulate home ownership and 
increase the number of dwellings available for rental. 
At the same time, it will give some relief to farm pro- 
perty and thus assist the agricultural industry which 
has not been participating fully in the Province’s 
general prosperity. 


In order that this new principle may apply in 
connection with Provincially-owned property, an 
amendment was made to The Municipal Tax Assistance 
Act, 1952. This amendment provides that payments in 
lieu of local taxes made by the Province and by Crown 
agencies will be computed at the rate applicable in each 
municipality to industrial and commercial assessments 
and not at that pertaining to residential and farm 
property. 


You gave your approval to two other measures that 
will aid the municipalities. The first raises from 25 per 
cent to 40 per cent the Province’s contribution toward 
children’s aid costs. The second increases from 50 per 
cent to 60 per cent the proportion borne by the Province 
of municipal expenditures for direct relief. 


As a result of these and other improvements in the 
Provincial grants systems, the amounts payable to 
municipalities, school boards and other local agencies 
will this year total $214 million—an increase of $34 
million in the past year and $55 million over the last 
two years. 


The requirements of municipalities for new capital 
projects such as schools, waterworks and sewage treat- 
ment plants, have not escaped your attention. To 
assist the municipalities in this financing, the borrowing 
power of the Ontario Municipal Improvement Corpora- 
tion has been raised from $50 million to $150 million. 
An Act has been passed extending the powers of the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission, while additional 
capital and operating appropriations have been made 
available in order that this essential work may proceed. 


This many-sided program demonstrates that you 
are keeping the position of the municipalities under 
continuing review and that you will not be indifferent 
to their future’needs. 








Months of study and negotiation with the Federal 
Government have culminated in an event of far- 
reaching significance—undoubtedly the most notable 
advance in human betterment in our recent history. I 
refer to the passing of an enabling Act at this Session, 
and the agreement in principle with the Federal 
Government, making public hospital insurance at the 
standard ward level, without limits as to the duration 
of stay, universally available to all persons normally 
resident in Ontario. Plans are being made with a view 
to having the program in operation by January 1st, 
1959. The basic hospital care requirements of our 
people, including those of individuals who are not now 
eligible under private plans, will then be met at a 
uniform rate available to all. 


A vigorous program is being undertaken to provide 
funds not only for the extension of the public general, 
chronic and convalescent hospitals, but for additional 
beds and more intensified treatment of patients in the 
Ontario Hospitals for the mentally ill. New develop- 
ments in the treatment of patients with mental dis- 
orders are bringing salutary results. 


The Government is constantly seeking and applying 
new scientific measures to maintain a healthy and well- 
adjusted population and to accelerate the restoration to 
normal, useful lives of persons who are mentally or 
physically handicapped. The same modern approach 
is also being applied in the operation of our reforma- 
tories and in our welfare services. 


During this Session, you approved legislation relat- 
ing to cancer treatment and research. A new Act 
supersedes previously existing legislation and outlines 
the method of operation of the Ontario Cancer Treat- 
ment and Research Foundation and the Ontario 
Cancer Institute. Through these organizations an 
intensive search will be made into the causes of cancer 
and the best methods of treating it. The people of 
Ontario will have one of the best equipped and staffed 
cancer hospitals anywhere. 


Continuing the advance of past years, further 
improvements have been made in the Province’s 
welfare program. Under the new Mothers’ and 
Dependent Children’s Allowances Act, payments will 
be made on a cost of maintenance basis rather than on a 
flat rate as under the former Act. The two-year waiting 
period before an allowance would be paid for the chil- 
dren of unmarried mothers has been removed and bene- 
fits extended to all needy divorced mothers. Dental 
care and treatment will be made available to all children 
under 18 years who are sons and daughters of social 
assistance Cases. 


You approved legislation authorizing the Province 
to participate with the Federal Government in paying 
increased allowances and pensions under The Old Age 
Assistance Act, The Disabled Persons’ Allowances Act 
and The Blind Persons’ Allowances Act. Additional 
funds were provided for increasing the number of Homes 
for the Aged, which serve to remove the pressure on our 
public general hospitals. 


The Marriage Act was amended to make it clear 
that Indians may or may not, at their own discretion, 
take advantage of its licensing provisions. 


The people of Ontario have reason for gratification 
in the rapid pace of their development and the con- 
tinued high levels of employment and income. But 
these conditions amplify the demands for provincial 
and municipal services of all kinds. Population 
cannot grow nor industry expand unless they are 
assured of adequate highways and roads, electric power 
and energy, schools, hospitals, adequate water and 
sewerage works and those many other indispensable 
services which are constitutionally, logically and econo- 
mically the spheres of provincial and municipal juris- 
diction. Properly, these services fall within the orbit 
of the Province and its municipalities. In these fields, 
they have the experience, the skill and the intimate 
knowledge of local conditions that are essential to 
efficient administration. They must, therefore, be a 
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positive force, expanding their services to meet the 
needs that are inextricably related to population and 
industrial growth. 


To meet these pressing demands, you have deliber- 
ated upon and authorized a capital construction pro- 
gram that far exceeds that of past years. For instance, 
the appropriation for highways and roads totals $232 
million, including $53 million to be paid to the muni- 
cipalities to assist them in the building of roads and 
thoroughfares. 


Highway safety and administration, motor vehicle 
licensing and related matters have been the subject of 
your deliberations. To deal with many of these prob- 
lems, the Department of Transport has been estab- 
lished. Amendments to The Highway Traffic Act 
provide for an extensive revision of driving regulations. 
Provision is being made for the levying of a fee of $5 
with respect to motor vehicles on which insurance has 
not been obtained, while the limits on claims that may 
be made on the Unsatisfied Judgment Fund have been 
raised from $5,000 to $10,000 on one-person claims and 
from $10,000 to $20,000 in the case of claims made for 
two or more persons. 


Conservation and resource development continue 
to be a focus of attention. Flood control, reforestation, 
irrigation, farm planning, resource protection and 
conservation education, constitute important sectors of 
the work of twenty conservation authorities that have 
now been formed. 


Ways and means of improving the position of 
agriculture have been given close study and considera- 
tion. Following the decision handed down by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, amendments to The Farm 
Marketing Act have been made which will serve to 
clarify existing legislation and make Provincial market- 
ing plans more effective. 


New enactments were approved under The Milk 
Industry Act whereby two boards that have been deal- 
ing with different phases of the milk industry will be 
amalgamated with a view to securing greater efficiency. 


Under the Province’s program of assistance, further 
extensions and improvements will be made to electric 
power lines in rural areas. The work of the Ontario 
Telephone Authority is also being continued and 
expanded. 


Increased appropriations were authorized for the 
Department of Lands and Forests and the Department 
of Mines. Among the amendments to legislation 
relating to our natural resources was the revision of The 
Mining Act designed to safeguard surface rights in the 
general interests of both forestry and mining operations. 


As stated in my remarks at the opening of this 
Session, the Federal Government’s failure to face up 
realistically to the changing pattern of provincial and 
municipal requirements in this great tax-earning and 
rapidly growing Province has made our task infinitely 
more difficult. Reference was made to the shortage 
of capital funds for investment and the rise in interest 
rates that are aggravating our problem. It was 
pointed out that if the Province and its municipalities 





were to proceed and provide the services that our people 
and industry require, additional revenue would have to 
be obtained. 


A full explanation was given to the House of On- 
tario’s dissatisfaction with the fiscal arrangements the 
Federal Government was prepared to offer. They 
have not yet grasped the problems with which we are 
confronted. In these circumstances, Ontario has no 
alternative but to make a number of moderate tax 
increases—the first in the thirteen years since this 
Government took office. Such increases have been 
designed to strengthen the financial and credit position 
of the Province so that it may not only meet the 
demands for its own services but provide additional 
assistance to municipalities. Amendments were there- 
fore made to The Gasoline Tax Act, The Motor Vehicle 
Fuel Tax Act, 1956, The Logging Tax Act, The Mining 
Tax Act and The Fire Marshals Act. A new Corpora- 
tions Tax Act was passed. 


Legislation was passed empowering Ontario to enter 
into an agreement with the Federal Government for 
the rental of its personal income tax rights. 


Many other matters—too numerous to mention here 
—called for legislative amendment and reform. 


I wish to thank the Honourable Members who have 
served on the various legislative committees. They 
have brought to the committees, abilities and points of 
view which have been invaluable. The two Select 
Committees—one on Air Pollution and Smoke Control 
and the other on Toll Roads and Highway Financing— 
have completed their reports and presented them to 
the Legislature. A new Select Committee has been 
appointed to examine and report on all aspects of The 
Labour Relations Act. 


Gratitude is expressed to the public servants of 
Ontario for the faithful discharge of their duties and 
responsibilities. 


No more comprehensive program has even been 
dealt with by the members of this Legislature. It 
affords greatly increased assistance to municipalities 
and special relief to home owners and farmers. Steps 
to strengthen our private enterprise system were 
blended with measures to improve standards of educa- 
tion and health and the general well-being of our 
people. In the accomplishments of this Session are to 
be found many reasons for satisfaction. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide you and 
bless you.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 


Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


__64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
Peers said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 
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(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amcunt of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


_ 68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
ina Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 





SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraisethe same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues

Private Bills 
BUBLIG NODIEGE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 














(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 
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2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraisethe same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shall be passed; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 


76. Every Estate Bill, when read a first time shall 
without special reference, stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on which the same is 


founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the said Commissioners, or one of them, 
in order that they, or any two of them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of theirapproving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill, together with the report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill, before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


71, In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason- 
able that the Bill submitted to them shall pass into 
law such Bill shall not be further considered.

poration of the Township of Chapman, in the Ter- 
ritorial District of Parry Sound, as the 2nd day of 
January, 1882, and defining its area and boundaries, 
and that a copy of such Order may be inspected at 
the Office of the Township Clerk; 
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4. THAT in accordance with the above-mentioned 
Section 6, the Applicant within sixty (60) days of the 
date hereof, shall cause a copy of this Order to be 
published in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE;

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
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pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required.

2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


_(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 
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(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shal! 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 








2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
In a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 





SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same.

thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of theirapproving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk;

Private Bills 
PUBLIC NOTIEE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 





RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 
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64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the ear 8 of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to’ be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraisethe same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 
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75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into ‘the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
said shall be passed ; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 


76. Every Estate Bill, when read a first time shall 
without special reference, stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the said Commissioners, or one of them, 
in order that they, or any two of them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of theirapproving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill, together with the report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill, before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


77. In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason-

Private Bills 
PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 
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Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve.

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 


after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


_ (2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
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referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraisethe same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the

PUBLIC NOTICE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
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particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures: or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘“‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


ScHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 
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72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail-

REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF ACT 


INTERPRETATION 
1. In these regulations 


(a) ‘“‘allowance’’ means an allowance for a person 
eligible for relief; 


(b) “head of a family’’ means the person who has 
charge of a household and who has at least one 
dependant therein; 


(c) ‘“‘hostel’’ means a place of board and lodging 
established and operated for needy persons 
by a municipality or by a person under an 
agreement with a municipality but does not 
include a charitable institution under The 
Charitable Institutions Act, 1956, or a home 
for the aged under The Homes for the Aged 
Act, 1955; 


(d) ‘‘Minister’’ means Minister of Public Welfare; 


(e) ‘‘municipality’”’ means city, town, village, 
organized township, or improvement district; 


(f) ‘municipal relief administrator’? means a 
person appointed by a municipality to ad- 
minister relief; 


(g) “provincial relief administrator’’ means a 
district welfare administrator of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare; 


h) “provincial relief supervisor’? means a district 
p 


welfare administrator or district welfare 
supervisor, of the Department of Public 
Welfare; 


(7) ‘relief’? means an allowance granted under 
these regulations; 


(j) “‘room’”’ means room other than a bathroom, 
hall or closet; 


(k) “shelter allowance’? means an allowance for 
(i) lodging, including lodging in a hostel, 


(ii) rent, water, and electricity or a sub- 
stitute therefor, or 


(iii) where a person resides in his own home, 
municipal taxes and local-improvement 
rates and principal and interest pay- 
ments made under a mortgage or an 
agreement to purchase; 


(1) “single person’ means 


(i) a person of at least 16 years of age who 
is not the head of a family, or the 
spouse thereof; 


(ii) a person under 16 years of age who is 
not living with either of his parents; or 


(iii) the spouse of a recipient under The 
Blind Perons’ Allowances Act, 1951, 
The Disabled Persons’ Allowances Act, 
1955, The Old Age Assistance Act, 1951, 
or the Old Age Security Act (Canada), 
where there is no dependent child of 
either of them. 


APPLICATION FOR RELIEF 


2. An application for relief shall be made to the 
proper relief administrator in form 1. 


RETURNS BY MUNICIPAL RELIEF ADMINISTRATORS

RELIEF FOR HEADS OF FAMILIES 


10. Where the head of a family qualifies for relief, 
the allowances therefor shall be for him and his depend- 
ants. 


ALLOWANCES FOR CLOTHING 


11.(1) Where a municipal relief administrator grants 
a clothing allowance or supplies clothes to persons 
eligible for relief Ontario shall pay 60 per cent of the 
allowance or 60 cents a month, whichever is the lesser, 
for each of those persons. 


(2) Under subregulation 1, payment shall be 
calculated on the monthly average of the clothing 
allowances, or on the cost of clothes supplied for those 
persons throughout the year by the municipality. 


ALLOWANCES FOR FOOD 


12.(1) Where a municipal relief administrator grants 
food allowances to persons eligible for relief, Ontario 
shall pay 60 per cent of the cost thereof that does not 
exceed the weekly amounts in columns 2, 3, 4 and 5 
for the foods in the headings thereof in respect of the 
persons in column 1 of the following table:

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 
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(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 





1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


SCHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without

1. The plan in Schedule 1 is approved and de- 
clared to be in force in Ontario. 


SCHEDULER! 
The Farm Products Marketing Act 
PLAN 


1. This plan may be cited as “The Ontario Peach 
Growers’ Marketing-for-Processing Plan”, 


INTERPRETATION 
2. In this plan 


(a) ‘peaches’? means peaches produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 
(b) “processing”? means canning, dehydrating, 
drying, freezing, or processing with sugar 


or sulphur dioxide or any other chemical; 


(c) ‘processor’? means a person engaged in the 
business of processing of peaches; and 


(d) ‘‘producer” means a person engaged in the 
production of peaches. 


APPLICATION OF PLAN 


3. This plan applies to the control and regulation 
of the marketing of peaches locally within Ontario, 


LOCAL BOARD 


4. There shall be a local board to be known as 
“The Ontario Peach Growers’ Marketing Board”’, 
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5. The local board shall consist of seven producer- 
members. 


DISTRICTS 


6. Producers shall be divided into 4 districts as 
follows: 


(a) District 1, comprising the counties of Essex, 
Kent and Norfolk; 


(b) District 2, comprising the County of Lincoln; 


(c) District 3, comprising the County of Welland; 
and 


(d) District 4, comprising the County of Went- 
worth. 


COUNTY GROUPS 


7.(1) Producers in each of the counties named in 
section 6 shall form a county group but the producers 
of any one county may join with the producers of any 
other county in the same district. 


(2) A producer in a territorial district or in a 
county not included in a district mentioned in section 6 
may become a member of the county group of pro- 
ducers nearest to his place of production. 


COMMITTEES 


8. There shall be a committee in each district to 
be known as ‘‘The District Peach Growers’ Committee’’. 


9. Producers in each county group shall on or 
before the 15th of March in each year elect from its 
members one representative to The District Peach 
Growers’ Committee for the district in which the 
county is located for each 50 producers or fraction 
thereof. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS TO LOCAL BOARDS 


10.(1) Each District Peach Growers’ Committee 
may on or before the 31st of March in each year elect, 
from the producers in the district, members to the 
local board as follows: 


(a) District 1, one member, 

(6) District 2, four members, 
(c) District 3, one member, and 
(d) District 4, one member. 


(2) No person shall be eligible for election from 
any district to the local board unless he resides within 
the district. 


(3) When in any year a District Peach Growers’ 
Committee fails to elect one or more members to the 
local board in accordance with subsection 1, the 
members of all District Peach Growers’ Committees 
may on or before the 31st of March of that year elect 
the member or members from that district to the local 
board. 


APPOINTMENTS TO LOCAL BOARD 


11.(1) The members elected to the local board 
shall at its first meeting after the 31st of March appoint 
such producer-members as are necessary to complete 
the local board.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE BOARD 
UNDER 
THE FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING ACT 


INTERPRETATION 
1. In these regulations 


(a) ‘‘dealer’’ means a person engaged in buying, 
transporting or selling peaches but does not 
include a producer or a processor; 


(b) “local board’? means The Ontario Peach 
Growers’ Marketing Board; 

(c) ‘‘peaches’’ means peaches produced in On- 
tario which are used by a processor for pro- 
cessing; 


(d) “‘processing’”’ includes canning, dehydrating, 
drying, freezing, or processing with sugar or 
sulphur dioxide or any other chemical; 


(e) “‘processor’’ means a person engaged in the 
business of processing of peaches; and 
(f) ‘producer’? means a person engaged in the 


production of peaches. 
APPLICATION OF REGULATIONS 


2. These regulations apply to the regulating and 
the controlling of the marketing of peaches locally 
within Ontario. 


LICENCES FOR PROCESSORS 


3.(1) No person shall commence or continue to 
engage in the processing of peaches except under the 
authority of a licence as a processor of peaches. 


_ (2) No licence as a processor of peaches shall be 
issued except upon application therefor in form 1. 


(3) A licence as a processor of peaches shall be in 
form 2. 


LICENCES FOR DEALERS 


4.(1) No person shall commence or continue to 
engage in the dealing in peaches except under the 
authority of a licence as a dealer in peaches. 


(2) No licence as a dealer in peaches shall be issued 
except upon application therefor in form 3. 


(3) A licence as a dealer in peaches shall be in 
form 4. 


5.(1) A licence in form 2 or 4 expires with the 31st 


of March next following the date on which the licence 
is issued. 
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(2) A licence shall be issued without charge. 


6.(1) The Board may refuse to grant a licence 
where the applicant is not qualified by experience, 
financial responsibility-and equipment to engage in 
properly the business for which the application was 
made, or for any other reason which the Board may 
deem proper. 


(2) The Board may suspend or revoke or refuse to 
renew a licence for which the application was made 
for failure to observe, perform or carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act, the regulations, the plan or any 
order or direction of the Board or the local board. 


DELEGATION OF POWERS 


7. The Board delegates to the local board the 
power 


(a) tostimulate, increase and improve the market- 
ing of peaches by such means as it may deem 
proper; 


(b) to co-operate with a marketing board, a local 
board or a marketing agency of any other 
province for the purpose of marketing peaches; 
and 


(c) to do such acts and make such orders and 
issue such directions as are necessary to 
enforce the due observance and carrying 
out of the provisions of the Act, the regulations 
and any plan. 


DELEGATION TO LOCAL BOARD OF 
POWERS TO MAKE REGULATIONS 


8. The Board delegates to the local board its 
powers to make regulations with respect to peaches 
marketed locally within Ontario 


(a) providing for the licensing of any or all 
persons before commencing or continuing to 
engage in the producing of peaches; 


(b) prohibiting persons from engaging in the 
producing of peaches except under the author- 
ity of a licence; 


(c) providing for the refusal to grant a licence 
where the applicant is not qualified by ex- 
perience, financial responsibility and equip- 
ment to engage in properly the business for 
which the application was made, or for any 
other reason which the local board may deem 
proper; 


(d) providing for the suspension or revocation of, 
or the refusal to renew, a licence for failure 
to observe, perform or carry out the provisions 
of the Act, the regulations, the plan or any 
order or direction of the local board; 


(e) subject to regulation 9, providing for the 
right of any person whose licence was refused, 
suspended or revoked or was not renewed 
to show cause why such licence should not be 
refused, suspended or revoked or why such 
renewal should not be refused, as the case 
may be; 


(f) providing for the fixing of licence fees payable 
yearly, half-yearly, quarterly or monthly at 
different amounts or in instalments from any 
or all persons producing peaches and the 
collecting of the licence fees and the recover- 
ing of such licence fees by suit in any court 
of competent jurisdiction; 


(g) prescribing the form of licences; and 
(h) providing for the regulating and the controlling 


of the marketing of peaches including the times 
and places at which peaches may be marketed. 














9. Any person whose licence was refused, suspended 
or revoked or was not renewed by the local board shall 
have the right, by way of appeal to the Board, to show 
cause why such licence should not be refused, sus- 
pended or revoked or why such renewal should not be 
refused, as the case may be, and the Board, after a 
hearing at which all persons entitled to be heard have 
been given an opportunity to make representations in 
respect of the refusal, suspension or revocation of the 
licence or the refusal to renew the licence, as the case 
may be, may cause the local board to issue or to re- 
instate the licence. 


AUTHORIZATION TO LOCAL BOARD 


10.(1) The Board authorizes the local board to use 
any class of licence fees and other moneys payable to 
it, for the purposes of paying the expenses of the local 
board, carrying out and enforcing the Act and the 
regulations and carrying out the purposes of the plan. 


(2) The Board authorizes the local board to estab- 
lish a fund in connection with the plan for the payment 
of any moneys that may be required for the purposes 
mentioned in subregulation 1. 


1i. The Board authorizes the local board to require 
the price or prices payable or owing to the producers 
for peaches to be paid to or through the local board. 


12. The Board authorizes the local board to pro- 
hibit the marketing locally within Ontario of any class, 
variety or grade of peaches. 


NEGOTIATING AGENCIES 


13.(1) There shall be a negotiating agency con- 
sisting of 6 persons to be known as ‘‘The Negotiating 
Committee for Peaches for Processing’, 3 of whom 
shall be appointed annually by the local board and 3 
of whom shall be appointed annually by the processors. 


(2) The local board and the processors shall appoint 
their respective members of The Negotiating Com- 
mittee for Peaches for Processing and shall notify 
the Board in writing of their names and addresses not 
later than the 10th of July in each year. 


(3) There shall be a negotiating agency consisting 
of 6 persons to be known as ‘‘The Negotiating Com- 
mittee for Selling and Transporting of Peaches for 
Processing’, 3 of whom shall be appointed annually 
by the local board and 3 of whom shall be appointed 
annually by the dealers. 


(4) The local board and the dealers shall appoint 
their respective members of The Negotiating Com- 
mittee for Selling and Transporting of Peaches for 
Processing and shall notify the Board in writing of 
their names and addresses not later than the 10th of 
July in each year. 


(5) Subject to subregulations 6 and 7, the members 
of the negotiating agencies appointed under sub- 
regulation 2 or 4 shall be and remain members until 
the 1st of October of the year in which the members 
were appointed. 


(6) Where a member of a negotiating agency 
appointed under subregulation 2 or 4 dies or resigns 
or is unavailable to act prior to the expiration of his 
term of membership, the local board or the processors 
or the dealers, as the case may be, who appointed 
him shall appoint a person for the unexpired term of 
the member who died, resigned or was unavailable to 


act. 


(7) Where the local board or the processors or the 
dealers, as the case may be, fail to make an appoint- 
ment under subregulation 6 within 7 days after a 
vacaney occurs, the Board may appoint such persons 
as are necessary to complete the negotiating agency. 
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(8) Where the local board or the processors or the 
dealers, as the case may be, fail to appoint the persons 
under subregulations 2 and 4, the Board shall appoint 
such persons as are necessary to complete the negoti- 
ating agency.

15. A meeting of a negotiating agency may be 
convened by a notice in writing given by the 3 members 
of the negotiating agency appointed by the local 
board, or by the processors, or by the dealers, to the 
other members of the negotiating agency at least 7 days, 
but not more than 10 days, before the date of the 
meeting stating the time and the place of the meeting. 


ARBITRATION 


16.(1) Where a meeting of a negotiating agency is 
not held in accordance with the notice in regulation 15, 
or where a meeting is held and the negotiating agency 
does not arrive at an agreement respecting all matters 
which it is empowered to adopt or settle by agree- 
ment, on or before the 28th of July in any year, the 
matters in dispute shall be referred by the Board to 
an Arbitration Board.

APPLICATION OF PLAN

controlling of the marketing of fresh peaches locally 
within Ontario. 


LOCAL BOARD 


4. There shall be a local board to be known as 
“The Ontario Fresh-peach Growers’ Marketing Board”. 


5. The local board shall consist of 9 producer- 
members. 


DISTRICTS 


6. Producers shall be divided into 5 districts as 
follows: 


(a) District 1, comprising the counties of Essex, 
Kent, Lambton and Middlesex; 


(b) District 2, comprising the County of Norfolk; 
(c) District 3, comprising the County of Lincoln; 


(d) District 4, comprising the County of Welland;

(e) District 5, comprising the counties of Halton 
and Wentworth. 


COUNTY GROUPS 


7.(1) Producers in each of the counties named in 
section 6 shall form a county group. 


(2) A producer in a territorial district or in a county 
not included in a district mentioned in section 6 
may become a member of the county group of pro- 
ducers nearest to his place of production.

8. There shall be a committee in each district to

(b) District 2, one member, 

(c) District 3, four members, 
(d) District 4, one member, and 
(e) District 5, one member. 


(2) No person shall be eligible for election from 
any district to the local board unless he resides within 
the district. 


(3) When in any year a District Fresh-peach 
Growers’ Committee fails to elect one or more members 
to the local board in accordance with subsection 1, the 
members of all District Fresh-peach Growers’ Com- 
mittees may on or before the 31st of March of that 
year elect the member or members from that district 
to the local board. 


APPOINTMENTS TO LOCAL BOARD

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE BOARD 
UNDER 
THE FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING ACT 


INTERPRETATION 
1. In these regulations 


(a) ‘‘fresh peaches’? means peaches produced in 
Ontario except peaches which are used by a 
processor for processing; 


(b) “local board”? means The Ontario Fresh-peach 
Growers’ Marketing Board; 


(c) ‘marketing agency’? means the Ontario 
Peach Growers’ Co-operative; 


(d) ‘“‘plan” means The Ontario Fresh-peach 
Growers’ Marketing Plan; 


(e) “processing” includes canning, dehydrating, 
drying, freezing, or processing with sugar or 
sulphur dioxide or any other chemical; 


(f) ‘‘processor’’? means a person engaged in the 
business of processing of peaches; and 


(g) ‘“producer’”’ means a person engaged in the 
production of fresh peaches. 


APPLICATION OF REGULATIONS 


2. These regulations apply to the regulating and 
the controlling of the marketing of fresh peaches 
locally within Ontario. 


EXEMPTION 


3. Persons engaged in the production of fresh 
peaches that are sold by a producer to a consumer are, 
in respect of the peaches that are sold to the consumer, 
exempt from these regulations except clause a of 
regulation 4.

prescribing the form of licences; 


providing for the exemption from the regu- 
lations under the plan of any variety, grade 
or size of fresh peaches, or any person or class 
of persons engaged in the producing or market- 
ing of fresh peaches or any variety, grade or 
size of fresh peaches;

8.(1) Upon the recommendation of the local board 
the Ontario Peach Growers’ Co-operative is designated 
the marketing agency by or through which fresh 
peaches shall be marketed. 


(2) All fresh peaches shail be marketed by or 
through the marketing agency. 


(3) No person shall market fresh peaches except 
by or through the marketing agency. 


POWERS OF MARKETING AGENCY 


9. The Board vests in the marketing agency the 
following powers: 


(a) to direct and control, by order or direction, 
either as principal or agent, the marketing 
of fresh peaches including the times and 
places at which fresh peaches may be 
marketed, 


(6) to determine the quantity of each variety, 
grade and size of fresh peaches that shall be 
marketed by each producer, 


(c) to prohibit the marketing of any variety, 
grade or size of fresh peaches, 


(d) to determine from time to time the price or 
prices that shall be paid to producers for 
fresh peaches or any variety, grade or size 
of fresh peaches and to determine different 
prices for different parts of Ontario, 


(e) to impose such service charges as may from 
time to time be fixed by the local board for 
the marketing of fresh peaches, 


(f) to pay to the local board from service charges 
imposed under clause e its expenses in carrying 
out the purposes of the plan, 


(g) to require the price or prices payable or 
owing to the producer for fresh peaches to be 
paid to the marketing agency, 


(h) to collect from any person by suit in any court 
of competent jurisdiction the price or prices 
or any part thereof of fresh peaches owing 
to the producer, 


(1) to pay to the producers the price or prices 
for fresh peaches less service charges imposed 
under clause e and less moneys to be paid to 
the local board for its expenses under clause f 


and to fix the times at which or within which 
such payments shall be made. 


SERVICE CHARGES 


10. The Board vests in the local board the power 
to fix from time to time the service charges to be im- 
posed by the marketing agency for the marketing of 
fresh peaches. 


STATEMENTS TO PRODUCERS 


11. Each payment under clause 7 of regulation 9 
shall be accompanied by a statement showing the 
grades and quantity of each grade of fresh peaches 
sold, the price or prices paid and the particulars of the 
service charges imposed by the marketing agency. 


POOLING 


12. The Board authorizes the marketing agency to 
conduct a pool or pools for the distribution of all 
moneys received from the sale of fresh peaches locally 
within Ontario and requires such marketing agency, 
after deducting all necessary and proper disbursements 
and expenses, to distribute the remainder of the moneys 
received from the sale in such manner that each pro- 
ducer receives a share of the remainder of the moneys 
received from the sale in relation to the amount, 
variety, grade and size of fresh peaches delivered by 
him, and to make an initial payment on delivery of 
fresh peaches and subsequent payments until all of 
the remainder of the moneys received from the sale 
is distributed to the producers.

REGULATIONS MADE BY THE BOARD 
UNDER

1. In these regulations 
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(a) ‘“‘cherries’’ means cherries produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(b) ‘‘dealer’’ means a person engaged in buying, 
transporting or selling pears, plums, or 
cherries for processing but does not include 
a producer or a processor; 


(c) “local board’’ means The Ontario Pear, Plum 
and Cherry Growers’ Marketing Board; 


(d) ‘“‘pears’’ means pears produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(e) “plums’? means plums produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(f) ‘‘processing’’ includes canning, dehydrating, 
drying, freezing, or processing with sugar, 
sulphur dioxide or any other chemical; 


(g) ‘‘processor’’ means a person carrying on the 
business in Ontario of processing pears, plums 
or cherries; and 


(h) ‘producer’? means a person engaged in the 
roduction of pears, plums, or cherries. 
1 ? 


APPLICATION OF REGULATIONS 


2. These regulations apply to the regulating and the 
controlling of the marketing of pears, plums and 
cherries locally within Ontario. 


LICENCES FOR PROCESSORS 


3.(1) No person shall commence or continue to 
engage in the processing of pears, plums or cherries 
except under the authority of a licence as a processor 
of pears, plums and cherries. 


(2) No licence as a processor of pears, plums and 
cherries shall be issued except upon application there- 
for in form 1. 


(3) A licence as a processor of pears, plums and 
cherries shall be in form 2. 


LICENCES FOR DEALERS 


4.(1) No person shall commence or continue to 
engage in the dealing of pears, plums or cherries except 
under the authority of a licence as a dealer in pears, 
plums and cherries. 


(2) No licence as a dealer in pears, plums and 
cherries shall be issued except upon application there- 
for in form 3. 


(3) A licence as a dealer in pears, plums and cherries 
shall be in form 4. 


5.(1) A licence in form 2 or 4 expires with the 31st 
of March next following the date on which the licence 
is issued. 


(2) A licence shall be issued without charge. 


6.(1) The Board may refuse to grant a licence 
where the applicant is not qualified by experience, 
financial responsibility and equipment to engage in 
properly the business for which the application was 
made, or for any other reason which the Board may 
deem proper. 


(2) The Board may suspend or revoke or refuse to 
renew a licence for which the application was made for 
failure to observe, perform or carry out the provisions 
of the Act, the regulations, the plan or any order or 
direction of the Board or the local board.

(a) to stimulate, increase and improve the 
marketing of pears, plums and cherries by 
such means as it may deem proper;

(a) providing for the licensing of any or all 
persons before commencing or continuing to 
engage in the producing of pears, plums and 
cherries;

(c) providing for the refusal to grant a licence 
where the applicant is not qualified by ex- 
perience, financial responsibility and equip- 
ment to engage in properly the business for 
which the application was made, or for any 
other reason which the local board may deem 
proper; 


(d) providing for the suspension or revocation of, 
or the refusal to renew, a licence for failure 
to observe, perform or carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act, the regulations, the plan 
or any order or direction of the local board; 


(ec) subject to regulation 9, providing for the 
right of any person whose licence was refused, 
suspended or revoked or was not renewed to 
show cause why such licence should not be 
refused, suspended or revoked or why such 
renewal should not be refused, as the case 
may be; 


(f) providing for the fixing of licence fees payable 
yearly, half-yearly, quarterly or monthly at 
different amounts or in instalments from any 
or all persons producing pears, plums and 
cherries and the collecting of the licence fees 
and the recovering of such licence fees by 
suit in any court of competent jurisdiction; 


(g) prescribing the form of licences; and 


(h) providing for the regulating and the control- 
ling of the marketing of pears, plums and 
cherries including the times and places at 
which pears, plums and cherries may be 
marketed. 


9. Any person whose licence was refused, suspended 
or revoked or was not renewed by the local board shall 
have the right, by way of appeal to the Board, to 
show cause why such licence should not be refused, 
suspended or revoked or why such renewal should not 
be refused, as the case may be, and the Board, after 
a hearing at which all persons entitled to be heard 
have been given an opportunity to make representations 
in respect of the refusal, suspension or revocation of 
the licence or the refusal to renew the licence, as the 
case may be, may cause the local board to issue or 
to re-instate the licence. 
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AUTHORIZATION TO LOCAL BOARD 


10.(1) The Board authorizes the local board to 
use any class of licence fees and other moneys payable 
to it, for the purposes of paying the expenses of the 
local board, carrying out and enforcing the Act and 
the regulations and carrying out the purposes of the 
plan. 


(2) The Board authorizes the local board to estab- 
lish a fund in connection with the plan for the payment 
of any moneys that may be required for the purposes 
mentioned in subregulation 1. 


11. The Board authorizes the local board to require 
the price or prices payable or owing to the producers 
for pears, plums and cherries to be paid to or through 
the lecal board. 


12. The Board authorizes the local board to pro- 
hibit the marketing locally within Ontario of any class, 
variety or grade of pears, plums and cherries. 


NEGOTIATING AGENCIES 


13.(1) There shall be 6 negotiating agencies, to be 
known as 


(a) ‘‘The Negotiating Committee for Sweet 
Cherries”, 
(b) “The Negotiating Committee for Sour 


Cherries’. 
(c) “The Negotiating Committee for Plums’, 


(d) ‘‘The Negotiating Committee for Pears other 
than Kieffer Pears’, 

(e) “The Negotiating Committee for Kieffer 

Pears’’, and 


(f) “The Negotiating Committee for Selling and 
Transporting of Pears, Plums and Cherries”’. 


(2) Each negotiating committee named in clauses a 
to e, both inclusive, of subregulation 1 shall be composed 
of 6 persons, 3 of whom shall be appointed annually 
by the local board and 3 of whom shall be appointed 
annually by the processors. 


(3) The local board and the processors shall 
appoint their respective members to the negotiating 
agencies named in clauses a to e, both inclusive, of 
subregulation 1 and shall notify the Board in writing 
of their names and addresses as follows: 


(a) in the case of The Negotiating Committee 
for Sweet Cherries, not later than the 10th 
of May in each year, 


(b) in the case of The Negotiating Committee 
for Sour Cherries, not later than the 20th of 
May in each year, 


(c) in the case of The Negotiating Committee 
for Plums, not later than the 1st of July in 
each year, 


(d) in the case of The Negotiating Committee 
for Pears other than Kieffer Pears, not later 
than the 5th of July in each year, and 


(e) in the case of The Negotiating Committee 
for Kieffer Pears, not later than the 5th of 
August in each year. 


(4) The Negotiating Committee for Selling and 
Transporting of Pears, Plums and Cherries shall 
consist of 6 persons, 3 of whom shall be appointed 
annually by the local board and 3 of whom shall be 
appointed annually by the dealers. 


(5) The local board and the dealers shall appoint 
their respective members of The Negotiating Committee 
for selling and Transporting of Pears, Plums and 
Cherries and shall notify the Board in writing of their 
names and addresses not later than the 15th of May 
in each year. 


(6) Subject to subregulations 7 and 8, the members 
of the negotiating agencies appointed under sub- 
regulation 2 or 4 shall be and remain members until 
the 31st of December of the year in which the members 
were appointed. 


(7) Where a member of a _ negotiating agency 
appointed under subregulation 2 or 4 dies or resigns 
or is unavailable to act prior to the expiration of his 
term of membership, the local board or the processors 
or the dealers, as the case may be, who appointed him 
shall appoint a person for the unexpired term of the 
member who died, resigned or was unavailable to act. 


(8) Where the local board or the processors or the 
dealers, as the case may be, fail to make an appointment 
under subregulation 7 within 7 days after a vacancy 
occurs, the Board may appoint such persons as are 
necessary to complete the negotiating agency. 


(9) Where the local board or the processors or the 
dealers, as the case may be, fail to appoint the persons 
under subregulations 2 and 4, the Board shall appoint 
such persons as are necessary to complete the negotiat- 
ing agency. 


14.(1) Each negotiating agency named in clauses 
a to e, both inclusive, of subregulation 1 of regulation 
13 is empowered to adopt or settle by agreement in 
respect of sweet cherries, sour cherries, plums, pears

(a) minimum prices for sweet cherries, sour

(2) The Negotiating Committee for Selling and 
Transporting of Pears, Plums and Cherries for Pro- 
cessing is empowered to adopt or settle by agreement 
handling, transporting or selling charges by dealers 
for pears, plums and cherries which the dealers handle, 
transport or sell. 


15. A meeting of a negotiating agency may be 
convened by a notice in writing given by the 3 members 
of the negotiating agency appointed by the local board, 
or by the processors, or by the dealers, to the other 
members of the negotiating agency at least 7 days, 
but not more than 10 days, before the date of the 
meeting stating the time and the place of the meeting. 


ARBITRATION 


16.(1) Where a meeting of the negotiating agency 
is not held in accordance with the notice in regulation 
15, or where a meeting is held and the negotiating 
agency does not arrive at an agreement respecting all 
matters which it is empowered to adopt or settle by 
agreement 
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(a) in the case of sweet cherries, on or before the 
10th of June, or 


(b) in the case of sour cherries, on or before the 
20th of June, or 


(c) in the case of plums, on or before the 1st of 
August, or 


(d) in the case of pears other than Kieffer pears, 
on or before the 5th of August, or

(2) Where the negotiating agency decides

(c) in the case of plums, on or before the 1st of 
August, or

in the case of pears other than Kieffer pears, 
before the 5th of August, or 


(e) in the case of Kieffer pears, before the 5th 
of September, or 


(f) in the case of charges by dealers for handling, 
transporting and selling pears, plums and 
cherries, before the 15th of June, 


in any year that agreement cannot be reached, it shall 
so notify the Board. 


(3) Where a negotiating agency does not arrive 
at an agreement on all matters which it is empowered 
to adopt or settle by agreement, it may submit in 
writing to the Board a statement or statements of the 
matters in dispute. 


(4) The Arbitration 
members.

(7) Where the 3 members of the negotiating agency 
appointed by the local board, or 


(a) the 3 members of the negotiating agency

(b) the 3 members of the negotiating agency 
appointed by the dealers, 


as the case may be, fail to appoint a member to the 
Arbitration Board in accordance with subregulation 5 


within 7 days after the date mentioned in clause a, 
or b, or c, or d, or e, or f, as the case may be, of sub- 
regulation 2, as the case may be, the Board shall 
appoint such members as are necessary to complete 
the Arbitration Board. 


(7) The Board shall submit to the Arbitration 
Board any statement or statements of the matters in 
dispute received from a negotiating agency under 
subregulation 3.

REGULATIONS MADE UNDER 
THE FARM PRODUCTS MARKETING ACT 


1. The plan in Schedule 1 is approved and declared 
to be in force in Ontario. 


SCHEDULE I 
The Farm Products Marketing Act 
PLAN 
1. This plan may be cited as ‘‘The Ontario Pear, 
Plum and Cherry Growers’ Marketing-for-Processing 
Plan’. 
INTERPRETATION 


2. In this plan 


(a) ‘‘cherries’’ means cherries produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(b) ‘‘pears’’ means pears produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(c) “plums’? means plums produced in Ontario 
which are used by a processor for processing; 


(d) “processing”? means canning, dehydrating, 
drying, freezing, or processing with sugar or 
sulphur dioxide or any other chemical; 


(e) ‘‘processor’? means a person engaged in the 
business of processing pears, plums or cherries; 
and 


(f) “producer”? means a person engaged in the 
production of pears, plums or cherries. 


APPLICATION OF PLAN 

3. This plan applies to the control and regulation 
of the marketing of pears, plums and cherries locally 
within Ontario. 

LOCAL BOARD 

4. There shall be a local board to be known as 
“The Ontario Pear, Plum and Cherry Growers’ 
Marketing Board”’. 

5. The local board shall consist of nine producer- 
members. 


DISTRICTS 


6. Producers shall be divided into 5 districts as 
follows: 


(a) District 1, comprising the counties of Halton 
and Peel; 


(b 


a 


District 2, comprising the County of Went- 
worth; 


(c) District 3, comprising the County of Lincoln; 


(d) District 4, comprising the County of Welland; 
and 
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(e) District 5, comprising the counties of Essex, 
Kent and Norfolk. 


COUNTY GROUPS 


7.(1) Producers in each of the counties named in 
section 6 shall form a county group but the producers 
of any one county may join with the producers of any 
other county in the same district. 


(2) A producer in a territorial district or in a county 
not included in a district mentioned in section 6 may 
become a member of the county group of producers 
nearest to his place of production. 


COMMITTEES 


8. There shall be a committee in each district 
to be known as ‘‘The District Pear, Plum and Cherry 
Growers’ Committee’. 


9. Producers in each county group shall on or before 
the 15th of March in each year elect from its members 
one representative to The District Pear, Plum and 
Cherry Growers’ Committee for the district in which 
the county is located for each 50 producers or fraction 
thereof. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS TO LOCAL BOARD 
10.(1) Each District Pear, Plum and Cherry 
Growers’ Committee may on or before the 31st of 
March in each year elect, from the producers in the 
district, members to the local board as follows: 
(a) District 1, one member, 


(b) District 2, two members, 


(c) District 3, four members, 


(d) District 4, one member, and 
(e) District 5, one member. 


(2) No person shall be eligible for election from any 
district to the local board unless he resides within the 
district. 


(3) When in any year a District Pear, Plum and 
Cherry Growers’ Committee fails to elect one or more 
members to the local board in accordance with sub- 
section 1, the members of all District Pear, Plum and 
Cherry Growers’ Committees may on or before the 
31st of March of that year elect the member or members 
from that district to the local board. 


APPOINTMENTS TO LOCAL BOARD 


11.(1) The members elected to the local board shall 
at its first meeting after the 31st of March appoint 
such producer-members as are necessary to complete 
the local board. 


(2) When a member elected or appointed to the 
local board dies or resigns before the 31st of March 
of the year next following the date of his election or 
appointment, the members of the local board may 
appoint a producer-member for the unexpired term. 


(3) Each producer-member appointed a member 
to the local board under subsection 1 or 2 shall be a 
producer in the district for which he is appointed.

PUBLIC NOTICE 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 
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(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


ScHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraisethe same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the’ 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in 
the Bill, and into any other matters which the Board 
may deem necessary in connection therewith, report 
to the House whether or not it is reasonable that such 
Bill or part thereof relating to the matters afore- 
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said shall be passed; and what alterations, if any, 
should be made in the same, and the Board shall make 
such inquiry accordingly and shall sign the same; and 
the said Report, Bill and Petition shall be transmitted 
to the Clerk, and the Report shall be read by the 
Clerk at the Table and shall be entered on the Journals 
of the House, and the Bill, together with the Report, 
shall stand referred to the Standing Committee on 
Private Bills. 


76. Every Estate Bill, when read a first time shal! 
without special reference, stand referred to the Com- 
missioners of Estate Bills, for their Report, and a copy 
of such Bill, and of the Petition on rch the same is 
founded, shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the said Commissioners, or one of them, 
in order that they, or any two of them, may, after 
perusing the Bill, without requiring any proof of the 
allegations thereof, report to the House their opinion 
thereon under their hands; and whether presuming the 
allegation contained in the preamble to be proved to 
the satisfaction of the House, it is reasonable that such 
Bill do pass into a law; and whether the provisions 
thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of theirapproving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill, together with the report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill, before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee. 


77. In the event of the Commissioners of Estate 
Bills reporting that, in their opinion, it is not reason- 
able that the Bill submitted to them shall pass into 
law such Bill shall not be further considered.

PUBLIC NOTICE 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


_(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 


(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


_ (4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents:

1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to AN mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 

posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for he purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the ees investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall

PUBLIG NOGICE 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solicitors 
and all other persons who may be interested in 
the preparation of Private Bills for submission to 
the Legislative Assembly of Ontario is directed 
particularly to the following Rules of the House 
governing the submission of such Bills: 


RULES RE SUBMISSION OF PRIVATE BILLS 


63.—(1) No petition for any Private Bill is received 
by the House after the first two weeks of each Session 
nor may any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Session; nor may 
any report of any Standing or Select Committee upon 
a Private Bill be received after the first six weeks of 
each Session and no motion for the general suspension 
or modification of this Rule shall be entertained by 
the House unless after reference made thereof, at a 
previous sitting of the House, to the several Standing 
Committees charged with the consideration of Private 
Bills upon Report submitted by two or more of such 
committees. 


64.—(1) Any person desiring to obtain a Private 
Bill shall deposit with the Clerk of the House at least 
eight (8) days before the meeting of the House a copy 
of such Bill together with a fee of $150, and if such 
Bill is not deposited by that time the applicant shall 
pay $10 for each and every day which intervenes 
between the said eighth day and the date of the filing 
of the Bill. 


(2) After the first reading of the Bill and before 
its consideration by the Committee to which it is 
referred, the applicant in every case shall pay the 
cost of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


(3) The following charges shall also be levied and 
paid in addition to the foregoing: 


(a) When any rule of the House is suspended with 
reference to a Bill or the Petition therefor, for each 
suspension, $50. 
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(b) When a Bill is presented to the House after the 
first three weeks of the Session and before the end of 
the fourth week, $75. 


(c) When a Bill is presented after the fourth week 
of the Session, $100. 


(4) In case of any Bill incorporating a company or 
increasing the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable to the Provincial Secretary in the case of 
an incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of The Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(5) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved: 


On amounts less than $10,000, $25; on amounts 
over $10,000 and up to $25,000, $50; on amounts over 
$25,000 and up to $40,000, $75; on amounts over 
$40,000 and up to $75,000, $100; on amounts over 
$75,000 and up to $125,000, $125; on amounts over 
$125,000 and up to $175,000, $150; on amounts over 
$175,000 and up to $250,000, $200; on amounts over 
$250,000 and up to $350,000, $250; and an additional 
fee of $50 for every $100,000 over $350,000. 


66. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,’ shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application and, where the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the location of the 
work, and signed by or on behalf of the applicants, 
such Notice to be published as follows, viz.: 


A notice inserted in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE and in 
one newspaper published in the Municipality affected, 
or if there be no newspaper published therein, then in 
a newspaper in the next nearest municipality in which 
a newspaper is published. 


Such notice shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least six weeks, during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the Petition. 


If the application is by a Municipal Corporation 
for authority to issue debentures the notice shall set 
out the particulars of the existing debenture debt and 
the amount of rateable property of the Municipality 
according to the last revised assessment roll of the Cor- 
poration, and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


67. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge is re- 
ceived by the House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bills shall, upon giving the Notice 
required by preceding Rule, also, at the same time 
and in the same manner, give Notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of the privileges, 
the height of the arches, the interval between the 
abutments or piers for the passage of rafts and vessels, 
and mentioning also whether they intend to erect a 
drawbridge or not, and the dimensions of the same. 


68. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the construction of Railways, Tramways 
or canals is received by the House, the person or 
persons petitioning for such Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk the following documents: 


1. A map or plan upon a scale of not less than 
half an inch to the mile, showing the location upon 
which it is intended to construct the proposed work, 
and showing also the line of existing or authorized 
works of a similar character within. or in any way 
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affecting the district or any part thereof which the 
proposed work is intended to serve. Such map or 
plan to be signed by the Engineer or other party 
making the same. 


2. A book of reference in which shall be clearly 
set out the following information in separate schedules, 
namely: 


ScHEDULE A.—The name of each municipality 
within which the proposed works or any part thereof 
are intended to be constructed; the population of each 
such municipality as returned by the next preceding 
census, the rateable value of the property within each 
such municipality, as returned by the next preceding 
assessment rolls thereof; and this schedule may contain 
in a separate statement similar information as to the 
adjoining districts intended to be served by the pro- 
posed work. 


SCHEDULE B.—A general description of the nature, 
extent and proposed character of the contemplated 
works, and an estimate of the probable cost thereof, 
distinguishing the general items of construction and 
the cost thereof respectively, as well as the nature, 
extent and probable cost of all engines and car stock 
or other outfit or equipment necessary to the use and 
operation of the proposed undertaking, such schedule 
to be signed by the Engineer, or other person preparing 
the same. 


SCHEDULE C.—An exhibit showing the total amount 
of capital proposed to be raised for the purposes of the 
undertaking and the manner in which it is proposed 
toraise the same, whether by ordinary shares, bonds, 
debentures or other securities, and the amounts of each 
respectively. 


SCHEDULE D.—An estimate of the probable revenues 
of the proposed undertaking showing the sources 
whence the same are expected to be derived; the annual] 
earnings thereof respectively; the probable annual cost 
of operation or working expenditure, and the annual 
net revenue applicable to the payment of interest on 
the proposed investments, such schedules to be signed 
by the person preparing the same. 


72. When any Bill for confirming any Letters Pa- 
tent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, the 
copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, shall be 
attached to it. 


74. Every Private Bill, when read a first time shall 
unless it be an Estate Bill or a Bill providing for the 
consolidation of a floating debt or for the consolidation 
or renewal of debentures (other than local improve- 
ment debentures) of a Municipal Corporation, shall 
stand referred to the proper Standing Committee, and 
all petitions before the House, for or against the Bill, 
are considered referred to such Committee. 


75. Every Private Bill, in so far as it provides for 
the consolidation of a floating debt or for the consoli- 
dation or renewal of debentures (other than local im- 
provement debentures) of a Municipal Corporation 
when a Bill has been read the first time, shall, without 
special reference, stand referred to The Ontario Rail- 
way and Municipal Board for their report; and a copy 
of such Bill and of the Petition on which the same is 
founded shall be forthwith transmitted by the Clerk 
of the House to the Board, in order that the Board 
may, after an inquiry into the allegations set out in

thereof are proper for carrying its purposes into effect, 
and what alterations or amendments, if any, are neces- 
sary in the same, and in the event of their approving 
the said Bill they are to sign the same; and the said 
Report, with the said Bill and Petition, are to be 
transmitted by the said Commissioners to the Clerk; 
and the Report shall be read by the Clerk at the Table 
and shall be entered on the Journals of the House; and 
the Bill, together with the report shall stand referred 
to the Standing Committee on Private Bills, which is 
not to consider the said Bill, before the delivery of the 
said Report, Bill and Petition to the Chairman of the 
said Committee.
